With  Alma  King,  Dean  of 
Students  office,  as  an.  advisor, 
and  through  the  functioning  of 
the  IOC,  a program  has  been  es- 
tablished by  which  student  or- 
ganizations may  coordinate  their 
efforts  to  provide  broad  social, 
cultural  and  recreational  oppor- 
tunities for  their  members. 

Affairs  Conducted 
“The  Inter-Organization  Coun- 
cil consists  of  the  presidents  of 
all,  student  organizations,”  said 
Koldewyn.  Organizations  parti- 
cipate in  such  a way  as  to  con- 
duct their  affairs  in  accordance 
with  the  standards  and  ideals  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  of 
Latter-day  Saints — the  principal 
theme  of  conduct  for  all  students 
at  the  university. 

The  council  maintains  an  ad- 
ministrative branch  which  pro- 


| vides  services  to  the  various  or- 1 
ganizations  through  its  office. 
The  office  is  a center  of  inform- 
ation for  all  members  of  the  stu- 
dentbody  who  wish  to  know  any 
details  about  organizations  and 
how  to  join  them. 

Committee  Maintains 

IOC  Council  also  maintains 
four  standing  committees  which 
perform  advisory  services  and 
‘regulatory  supervisory  func- 
tions.”

gree of  activity,”  Koldewyn  said. 

Membership  in  the  various 
groups  is  open  to  students  who 
qualify  and  remain  qualified  ac- 
cording to  the  rules  set  up  by 
each  organization.
